Here we percetve, that this Dr. 

was of opinion, that the myſte-

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wicked thing , carnally to eat 
Chriſt's body, or- to drink. his 
Blood: into which fault they 


fell, who not ſpiritually, bur - 


fleſhly, underſtanding the Lords 
words inthe Goſpel, Departed, or 
went back from him, and went 
or walked no more with him. The 
ſame Dottor writing in a cer- 
tain Epiſtle to Boniface the Biſhop, 
amongſt other things ſaith thus; 
"13s true we uſe oft-times to ſpeak, 
thus, that when Eaſter draws nigh, 
to morrow, or the next day after is 
the Lords paſſion, whereas he ſuf- 
fer'd ſo many Nears before, at what 
time that paſſion or ſuffering was 
done but once for all. Alſo on the 
Lords day,that we call ay pub 
we uſually ſay,this day the Lord roſe 
egain,whereas indeed,ſo many years 
ſince he roſe again are already paſt. 
And why is no Man ſo fond and 
fooliſh, as to reprove #s ſpeaking 

thus, as tho we had lyed, but only 

becauſe 
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| becauſe we name thoſe days, accord- 


ing to the ſimilitude and likeneſs of 
theſe days , in which theſe things 
were done? Inſomnch that it is cal- 
led the very ſame day, which yet is 
not indeed the very fame,but in the 
revol:tion of time, happens to be at 
the ſame time of the year and jo 
ao the a is ſaid to be done upon 
that day, by reaſon of the celebrati- 
on and adminiſtration of theSacra- 
ment, which is not done upon that 
day, but was perform d long ago. 
Was not Chriſt once offer d about 
that time'? And yet — 
ing, he is not only every Feaſt of 
Eaſter, but ever every day offered 
among the faithful People, neither is 
he to be deem'd a Lyar, who being 
arkd of another Man, anſwers, 
that he is offer d. For if the Sacra- 
ments had not a certain ſimilitude 
and meme of thoſe things,of wkich: 
they are Sacraments, they could not 
at all be Sacraments; andin reſpect

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they take the very names of 
things themſelves. Wherefore, even 
as the Sacrament of Chriſfts Body is 

er a certain manner Chriſt's body 
it ſelf, and the Sacrament of Chriſts 
blood , is after a certain manner 
Chriſts blood, ſo the Sacrament of 
fatth is faith.

The Doctor 
farther adds theſe words, Becauſe 
it is the Body of Chriſt. But pEr- 
haps ſome Man will be ready to 
cry : Behold he manifeſtly and 
plainly confeſles, that that Bread 
and that Wine 1s.Chriſts body. 


But let them obſerve withall, 


how preſently he adds, That it 
is not bodily meat, but ſpiritual 
food, Bring not with you there- 
fore the ſenſe and feeling of the 
fleſh, for by that, nothing either 
is, or can be perceivd in this 
myſtery. It is indeed Chriſt's bo- 
dy, howbeit, not his bodily Bo- 
dy, but his ſpiritual Body. It is 
Chrift's blood, but not his bodi- 
ly blood, but his ſpiritual blood. 
Wherefore nothing here is to be

3s a ſpiritual body, and the body of 


_ #s the body of the Divine Spi- 
rit. For Chriſt is a Spirit,as we read 
in the Lamentations of Jeremy : 
Chriit the Lord is a ſpirit before 
our face. And thus he has moſt 
plainly taught us, how we ſhoald 
underſtand the myſtery of the 
body and blood of Chriſt. For 
when he had ſaid, that our Fa- 
thers did cat ſpiritual meat, and 
drink ſpiritual drink, ( whereas 
notwithſtanding, there is none 
that doubts, but that the Mar- 


ad 
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ve which they eat, and the Wa- 
ter which they drank, were -bo- 
dily things) he adds concerning 
the myſtery which is now admi- 
niſtred in the Church, ſhewing 
and determining in what reſpect 
it i:Chri{t's body : For the Lord's 
body (faith he) is a ſpiritual body. 
Chriſt alſo1s1ndeed God, and the 
body which he took of the Virgin 
Mary.the body that ſuffer'd,that 
was buried, and roſe agam, was 
certainly a real and true body, 
and the ſamealſoremain'd viſible 
and palpable,that is tofay, might 
be ſeen and felt, but that body 
which 1s calld the Myſtery of 
God, is not bodily bur ſpiritual : 
and if 1t be ſpiritual, then it 1s 


not viſible or palpable, that is, it 
cannot be ſeen or felt, Hereup- 
on, ſays the bleſled Ambroſe, The 
body of Chrift is the body of the Di- 
vine Spirit :» Now the Divine 
Spirit 1s not any thing that 1s bo- 


dily,

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dily, .any thing that 1s:corrupti- 
ble, or any thing that is palpable, 
or that may be felt. But this 
body which is celebrated and ad- 
miniſtred in the:Church, 1s, in 
reſpe&. of the viſible kind - and 
form; both corruptible and pal- 
pable. Tell me then how it can 
be ſaid to be the body of the 
Divine Spirit ? Certainly no o- 
ther way,than in this reſpect, that 
it is ſpiritual, that is toſay, that 
it cannot be ſeen or felt, and 
therefore incorruptible. 

' To this very end, he adds the 
words following, Becauſe Chriſt 
is a Spirit, as we read, Chriſt the 
Lord is a Spirit before our face. By 
which words he plainly demon- 
ſtrates in what reſpe& it may be 
{aid to be Chriſt's body, that is, 
in reſpeQ that there is in it the 
Spirit of Chriſt, the power of the 
Divine or Heavenly Word, 
which 'not only feeds the Soul, 
but

clean. Wherefore ſays the ſame Plal. 104. 


Author afterward 5 To conclude, *” 


this meat Strengthens our Hearts, 
and this drink makes the Heart of 
Man merry and joyful, according 
to the words of the Prophet. . It 
cannot be denied, but that bo- 
dily meat doth in ſome meaſure 
ſtrengthen the Heart of Man, 
and that bodily drink makes:his 
Heart merry. But that the Do- 


or might ſhew what meat it is, 


and what drink it 1s, of which 
he ſpeaks, he has plainly and 
particularly added, this meat and 
this drink. What meat does he 
mean, or what drink 2 Moſt cer- 
tainly, Chriſt's body, the body of 
the Divine Spirit, and that it 
might be the more plainly under- 
ſtood, he adds, Chriſt is a Spirit, 
of whom it 1s ſaid, Chriſt the 
Lord is a Spirit before our face. 
By all theſe places and quota- 
tions 


Ambrof. ſa- 
crdelib. g . 
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tions, it plainly appears, that we 
ought not,nor cannotunderſtand 
or perceive any thing bodily, in 
this meat, orin this drink ; but 
that the whole matter muſt be 
conſider d and weigh'd ſpirituak 
ly. For the Soul (by which inthe 
place laft alledg'd, is meant the 
Heart of Man) 1s not fed with 
bodily meat,or-bodily drink,but 
it. '1s nourift'd, quicken'd and 
made ftrong , by the Word of 
God. Which thing the ſelf ſane 
Dodtor affirms more plainly m 
his fifthBook of Sacraments. Not 
this Bread (Yaith he) which gon 
imto our bodies, but '# is that Bread 
of Eternal Life, which mn 

od and ſubiFance unto our Souls. 
And the things following in that 
Book, do moſt manifeſtly declare 
that St. Ambroſe ſpake not this of 
the common Bread , but of the 
Bread of Chriſt's body ; for he 
ſpeaketh of that daily Bread, 
which 


which the Faithful deſire . might 
be given'them, and therefore he 
adds; If it be daily Bread , why 


| doeft thox receive it 'but once in 4 


fear,as the Grecians which dwell in 
the Eaſt are wont to do > Wherefore 
receive that daily, which may daily 
profit thee: and tive ſo , that thou 
wayſt be found meet and worthy 
auly to receive it. Whence it 18 Ma- 
nifeſt, of what Bread he ſpeaks, 
thatis toſay, of the Bread of the 
Body of Chriſt, which faſtains 
and upholds theſubſtance of the 
Soul, not as it enters into the Bo- 
dy, bt as it isthe bread of ever 
laſting Lite. 
Thus yon fee , that by thean- 
thority of this moſt learned man, 
we are tanght, that that body , 
1m which Chriſt ſaffered,and that 
blood , which as he hung upon 
the Croſs, he ſhed from his fide , 
very much difters from that bo- 
dy which the Faithful daily cele- 


brate 
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brate and receive-'in the Myſtery 
of Chriſt's Paſſion:and from that 
blood , which is recerv*d by the 
mouth of the Believers 3 ſeein 

it is but a Myſtery of that blood 
in and by 'which- the whole 
world was redeem®d. For this 
Bread and this Wine are not 
Chriſts Body and Blood, as they 
are to be ſeen bodily, but as they 
ſpiritually miniſter and yield unto 
us the ſubſtance of Life. | And as 
for that body, wherein Chriſt 
ſaffer'd once for all, it ſhewed no 
other kind or form, that that in 
which it conſiſted and was. For 
It was truly and indeed the very 
ſelf ſame, which it was when it 
was ſeen, which it was when it 
was touch'd, which it was when 
it was crucih d, and which it was 
when it was bury'd. In like man- 
ner, the blood that guſl'd and 
flow*d from his fide, did not ap- 
pear one thing outwardly, and 
ſhadow

ſhadow another thing inwardly: 
Wherefore the very blood of 
Chriſt low'd from his reall and 
true body : But the Blood of 
Chriſt, which the faithful drink 
up, and his Body which they eat, 
are one thing in kind and form, 
and another thing in ſignificati- 
on. They are one thing, 1n that 
they feed the body with bodily 
meat: And ker thing, in 
that they feed the ſouls 'and

ference. For while that he ſays:

ther ſide, that the fleſh which 
was crucified, and the blood 
which was ſhed with. the Soul- 
ders ſpear, cannot be afftinm'd: to. 
be ſpiritual or divine: He plataly 
declares, that there 1s. the ſame 
difference bet ween'eras betwen 
{piritnal and corporal things 
or viltble and inviſible thi 
or as divine and humane di 
one from anothers:. and. thai 
therefore ſeeing they. differ one 
from another, both of them. are 
not, neither indeed: can be, 'one 
and: the ſelf ſame: thing.

by Thranus an Eminent Hiſto- 
rian. And Spanhem (in his Life 
and Death of Vicount Doya) 
relates the Confeſſion of a Je- 
ſuit to a Swediſh Princeſs, being

And: the famous'Perror, that 


mighty. Champion of the Court 


of Rome, moſtevidently demon- 
ſtrates that Purgatory was no Ar- 
ticle of his Faith : while he him- 
ſelf doubts whether it be a rea], 
or a Metaphorical Fire. So that 
of all other things, Purgatory 
has rather loſt then gain'd by 
the Improvement of- modern 
Diſcovery. 

For as for .the Ancients, it 
can no where. be made appear, 
that ever itt came into- their 
thoughts, while ſome affirm that 
the Soul can ſuffer nothing with- 
out the Fleſh. Others, that Fire 

| can 
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can never touch ' the ſeparated 
Squl.. Others, that. the: Body 
without the Soul,, and the Soul 
without the Body, - cannot- be 
Partakers of Pianiahmenc or Re- 
ward. Others, that a fample 
Subſtance cannot. feel Pain ; for 
that whateyer Stbitance feelks 
Pain, cannat-be Immortal. And. 
St. Auſtiz1s:politiveinthis ; that 
there are: only two Places, and 
no third:; only thatthe ,, who 
merits not to Remwn with-Chriſt, 
fhall Periſh. with the Devil. 
However there's Money to be 
got by Purgatory, andtherefore 
1t muſt not be loſt for a Word 
ſpeaking 3 rather it muſt be ſap- 
ported and maintam'd by all 
that can be wreſted from Scrip- 
ture and Reaſon : and Scripture 
andReaſon themſelves muft be

'em no Encouragement at all. 
Know then, that in the firſt three 
Ages, and- for above half 
the fourth , the Invocation of 
Saints was a thing altogether un- 
known 1n the Chriſtian Church 3 
and that God alone was only 1n- 
vacated at that time. - So that 
when Pohcarp, Biſhop of Swryrn, 
and Diſciple of St. fohn, was 
Martyrd, and that the Jews de- 
fired the Governour of Smyrna, 
that the Body of Polycarp might 
not be delivered to the Chrifti- 
ans, for fear, as they ſaid , leſt 
the Chriſtians ſhould worſhip 
him ; the Church of Swyrua 
made anſwer in theſe words. They 
know not, meaning the Jews,

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Invotation of Saints, 
that we can never leave Chriſt * for 
as for Feſus _ the Sor of God, 
we worſhip him. But as for the Mar- 
tyrs, we only love them as they de- 
ſerve, as being the Diſciples and fol- 
lowers of the Lord. 

Iznativs in the year 140. ſpeak- 
ing. to the Primitive Chriſtians, 
* Your Virgins, ſays he,have none 
* but Jeſus Chriſt alone before ye 
© 1n Prayers, and the Father of 
* Jelus Chriſt. | 

Clemens Alexandrinus, * Since 
*then, ſays he, there is but one 
* only true God, both we and the 
* Angels pray to him alone. 

* Irene 1n the Year 220, teſti- 
fies, * That the Church did no- 
© thing neither by Invocation of 
* Angels, nor by Inchantments, 
© nor by any. vain Curioſity, 
* but purely, ſimply, and openly 
* addreſled her Prayers to God, 
* who made all things, and tothe 
* Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
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Invocation of Saints. 

Tertullian about the ſame time 
adds, *T cannot ask theſe 
* things of any but God, of 
*whom T1 know I can onely ob- 
* tain them. 

Of the ſame mind was Ori- 
gen; * We muſt pray, ſays he, 
*to him alone who 1s God a- 
* bove all things, and to the 
*Word, the only Son of God. 
And in another place, © The 
* knowledge of the Angels will 
* not permitus to be ſo bold asto 
* call upon- any other than God 
* alone. | 

Tenativs alſo reprehends the 
Arrians and Grecians for ſerving 
the Creature, inſtead of God, the 
Creator of all things. 

The Canon of Laodicea De- 
crees, That Chriſtians ſhould not 
leave the Church of God to 
call upon Angels, which isa for- 


bidden thing.

Laſtly, LaFantius tells us,* That \ - 
* Angels have nothing elfe to do, | - 
*but to obey; and exhorts the | 1

* ther. 

If we addreſs. our ſelves. to 
Scriptuxe , we ſhall ind it mani- 
teſtly determining the queſtion a- 
gainſt the Abettors of [ve cation. 
For all the Pſalms of David,and 
all the Prayers. of the Prophetses 
are addreffed to God alonezand 
in the New Teſtament noPray- 
ersare found but to God onlysfor | 
which Bellarmiz gives a moſk 
pleafant, and ingenious Reaſon;
